W ESTERN LAND OF ROMANCE 


Mexico Ie Replete With Stories of 
Chivalry, Devotion and the Ad­ 
ventures of Love. 


If Cervantes smiled Spain's chivalry 
away he failed to carry his influence 
Into Mexico. That country has always 
been a land of romance. The people 
there have clung to the habits which 
grew out of their old Spanish ancestry 
and their climatic environment. They 
still have their midday siesta, their 
feast days anil holidays, spend their 
money freely and dress poorly. The 
present insurrection is foil of episodes 
that would happen probably In no 
other country of the world. Out of 
them the imagination of a Hugo, a 
Dumas or a Scott might build many 
a romance of love and adventure. For 
in Mexico love and fighting still go 
togetner, ss they us*d to do in the 
days of medieval knight errantry. 
A striking and at the same time 
somewhat pathetic illustration of this 
was the long journey over the desert 
to the town of Juarez undertaken by 
a .number of women, wives, mothers 
and sweethearts of the soldiers st the 
front. Accompanied by children, dogs, 
cats and goats, they traveled more 
than 200 milos to be near the soldier 
boys, for whom Mexican women feel 
so romantic an attn rh ament. 
The women had b3en left behind In 
Chihuahua when two battalions of 
Mexican infantry were sent tb the bpr- 
der. Impatient at the absence of those 
they loved, they got a pushcart, loaded 
it with such necessary articles as it 
would hold and propelled it over the 
dreary wastes and around the burned 
bridges, taking their turn in squads at 
pushing the cart. The* journey occu­ 
pied two weeks, food being obtained at 
a few settlements which lay along 
the route. Each of these women might 
make a heroine of romance, for they 
knew neither fear nor fatigue where 
love was concerned. 
But the romance of the Mexican 
insurrection has not been confined to 
the women. A few days ago Gen. Cuel­

They Observe Customs Strictly and 
Their Pleasures, Though Limited, 
Are Usually Refined. 


The pleasures of the Persians are 
In the main refined. They have net 
many kinds of recreation. Conversa­ 
tion Is one of their chief enjoyments. 
Although a large proportion of them 
can neither read nor write I think we 
must call them an intellectual people. 
They are natural linguists and since 
their country is inhabited by many dif­ 
ferent races they are obliged to speak 
several different languages. It is not 
uncommon to find a man who scarcely 
knows ills right hand from his left 
who can speak two or three languages 
fluently; to this number a man of any 
education whatever would add two br 
three more. 
There Is no caste among any of the 
races found in Persia.

. Drinking Wells. 
The study of various methods of 
preventing 
inundations 
to 
which 
French engineers have been led by 
the disastrous floods in the basin of 
the 8elne last winter has brought Ut 
light a very curious plan for dispos­ 
ing of surplus water which has been 
employed during the last five years 
by the count of Beauchamp on his ex­ 
tensive estates between Polders aud 
Aration. 
Formerly his lands were 
subjected to disastrous inundations, 
but the trouble 
has 
been entirely 
averted by means of “drinking wells.” 
They are dug to a depth of 50 or 60 
feet, at chosen points, penetrating a 
layer which Is very absorbent for wa­ 
ter. The wells are walled with loose 
stones, and the surface water Is led 
by ditches and barriers of earth not 
directly Into them but to their neigh­ 
borhood, whence it finds its way in by 
percolation through the walls. 
It is 
thus freed from mud, which would 
quickly choke the wells. The success 
of the plan depends upon favorable dis­ 
position 
of 
the 
geologic strata.— 
Youth’s Companion.
